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Both . Emmons Grade 
School ' District No. 33 and 
tiie Antioch Grade school 
will hold refcrendums Satur- 
day, Feb. 25, to, raise the 
educational. tux rate of the 
districts. 

Emmons Grade School will 
build an, addition to lite 
school, with the ground* 
breaking taking place in the 
spring. It is expected that 
the new addition will be 
ready' for use In September. 

The board of education of 
Emmons School says the 
raise' in- the educational tax 
is necessary to equip and 
staff the addition. They are 
asking that the educational 
tax be raised 21c, from' 02c 
to $1.03. These funds are 
essential, the board says, to 
.provide student furniture, 
books and. teachers' salaries. 

Growth of the district has 
necessitated the hew build* 
ingr— Whcn-tho-addlllon_ls 
completed, the school will 
-ha'veii eight sepa rate grades 
for the first time. . ■ 

The Ahtioch Grade School 
Hoard is asking that the edu- 
cational tax rate of the Dis- 
trict be raised from 90c to 

Superintendent Ttichard 
Whitacre, auditor Norman 
Jedele and board members 
explained the need, for the 
tax hike to residents at the 
PTA meeting Monday night. 
Mr. Jedele, school auditor, 
pointed out that the school 
will be $40,000 in the red by 
June. The deficit will grow 
to $134,000 by lite time the 
school receives its next tax 
payment. 

If the 21c raise is approv- 
ed, it will bring about $68,- 
000 additional monies into 
the school treasury. This 
will be needed to, help pay 
the deficit that Wilt already 
have been incurred. 

Superintendent Whitacre 
pointed .out that the cduea- 
ioiiiil tax of the school has 
not been raised since Marcli 
17,, 1045. "We probably 
should have asked for this 
tax increase sooner," he said. 
"However, we've never* made 
a practice of asking for 
money we didn't need. Each 
time that it's looked like we 
were going to need more 
money we've been- saved' by, 
the annexation of another 



school or a raise in assessed 
valuation, such as the mov- 
ing hi of a new industry. 
This time, it appears a tax 
raise Is the only answer." • 

The proposed tax. raise, 
Whitacre .. said, wou{d only 
support tho present' school 
program. "It's not for a new 
service, such as, the addition 
or an art course, or for any 
frills. We'll have" to .have it 
just to support' the present 
program," he said! 

Tho tax raise will bring 
the educational tax rate of 
Antioch Grade School up to 
about the same rale as most 
nearby schools, • Whitacre 
said. Tax rates arc: at Lake 
Villa School, $1.11; Gurnee, 



$1.11; Fox Lake, .$1.11 and 
Gavin, $1.10. . 

"We will, have to Issue 
anticipation warrants this 
year," Whitacre said, "which 
means that the taxpayers' 
money will be going to* pay 
interest.' We don't .believe 
that the people want (heir 
money wasted in interest 
payments." .

Napoleon once said: "Great men are like 
meteors, which shine and consume themselves to 
enlighten the earth."'

RULES FOR CLAIMING 
WIFE'S EXEMPTION ~ 

Chicago, HI. — For income 
tax purposes, a wife is never 
a dependent of her husband 
The exemption allowed for 
her is bas ed up on the marital 
relationship, not - orTdepehd- 
ency, according to E. C. 
Coyle, Jr., District Director 
of Internal Revenue for 
Northern Illinois. 

A husband may claim his 
wife's exemption on his sep- 
arate return only if she has 
'no income and is not the de- 
pendent of another taxpayer. 
Husbands and wives may file 
joint returns even though 
one of them has no income. 

Mr. Coyle said that if tho 
wife had income in any 
amount, the husband can 
claim his wife's exemption 
only by filing adjoint return 
with her. On a joint return, 
income and deductions of 
both husband and wife must 
be included), and both must 
sign the return.
